The fallowing is the report made by the Prince Stadtholder to 
the Commitiee of their High Mightinefes, refpcting the Or- 
ders given to the Marine, &c. 
ss SINCE the return of the fleet into the Texel, I have not 

failed to do all in my power to haften the failing of it again 

fpeedily, For this purpofe I went to Niew Diep, on the zoth 
of Augutt, to inform myfelf of the exact {tate of the thips be- 
longing to the republic, and if they were fit to put to fea. .On 
the 21it I held a conference with the general naval officers, at 
which the Counfellors and Minifters of the Admiralty, who 
happened to be there, affifted. I have not wifhed to conceal 
from your High Mightineffes the minutes of that conference, 
and I thal! finally refer myff to their moit ample contents, 
Your High Mightineffes will there fee, that a fhip and four fri- 
gates will be ready in a few days; eight fhips of the line in 
ten days; and four others in a few days after. T have ftrong- 
ly recommended the utmoft diligence to be ufed in preparing 
the fhips for getting to fea again as foon as potlible. And up- 
on the advice which I received of feveral Englith hips being 
cruizing in the North Seas, I gave orders for difpatchiag from 
the-Texel the galliot le Dauphin, and from the Maefe, the cut- 
ter l’Epervier, for Drontheim ; and alfo ta freight as many 
neutral yeffels as poffible for the fame voyage, to give notice to 

Captain'Van Gennip, who commands the fleet of the republic 

which efcort the fhips of the India Company, that are now ex- 

pected at Drontheim, of this Englifh fleet, that he might take 

fuch meafures as were neceffary for fecuring the convoy. I 

here annex the letter which I difpatched on the 22d ult. to 

Vice-Admiral Pichot, to Rear-Admiral Dedel, and to Captain 

Van Gennip, and fhall refer myfelf to their contents. ‘Ten

Addrefied to the Honourable the Trustens for the’ Turndi«t 
Roabs. 


HE continued wet weather, in the {priag months of thi$ 
year, pave an unfavourable reception to the feeds tha 

were thrown into the earth. The long protracted frofiy weathe 
afterwards checked their fpringing, am! made all kinds of ve 
getation very backward. ‘The fummer months have been une 
commonly wet, cold, and uncomfortable ; the atmofphere clou- 
dy, thick, and moilt ; the winds more than ufual from the eaft 5 
the fun feldom thined, and very little nourifhting hear. 

From thefe ¢aufes the harveft is rendered exceedingly late ; 
the grain of a bad quality, and feainty 5 the fraic in gardens, as 
we'l as in the fields, rade, watery, and infipid, nothing ba+ 
ving ripened to perfe@ion; from whence difeafes of yarious 
kinds,. principally among the poor, may be dreaded ; aud it i8 
Notorious, ~tr#t the-malignant alccrous fore throat and rath fe- 
ver i$ more prevalent at prefent, than it has been finee 195%. 

The prices of grain are already rilen to an dncommon height; 
and, from the univerial failure of the crop through the wholé 
iftand, and by all accounts likewife fromi the continent, it matt 
unqueftionably rife mach higher; whereby the aged, widows, 
orphans; fuch as are fick, ur have mary children; nay, even 
the induftrious labourers of all denomitations, muft be reduce 
to a very ftraitened allowance. : 

No doubt the landed gentlemen will enquire into the cafes 
of the poor living on their eftares, and gererouily relieve them 5 
and even many, whofe honeft endeavours in their line of life 
have been, by Divine Providence, bleffed with fuccefs, and 
raifed above want, will alfo contribute their mitg. Bur, alas! 
L am afraid this will be inadequate tw the nurherohs ‘teceffitics. 

Every good fubject, therefore, from the common ties of hu- 
manity in focial life, but more eo ange dae the yg 
dogtrines of Chrittianity, is called upon to propofe laudable 
fchemes for the relief of the poot, through a long and fevered 
winter. I would thérefore hambly propofe to the Honourable the 
Truftees for the Turnpike Roads, that the men employed imre- 
pairing thefe roads, og, at leaft, as many of them as are able to 
earn their bread at other labour, might be difcharged for a 
longer or thorter time, as they thall fee expedient, and the fur- 
plus money appropriated to purchafe meal, or otherwife re+ 
lieving the induftrious poor. : 

The aéts of Parliament refpetting turnpike-roads I never had 
an opportunity of fveing. Whether they have authority, in fuck 
prefling cafes of necefhity, to beftow it on fo laudable a charitys. . 
I do not pretend to know ; but I prefume their powers are am- 
ple, and a grant might be eafily procured: Nay, if the Truftees 
fhould take it upor them to beftow it in this manner, and the . 
Jamentable cafe of the poor, from dearth. of provifions, was pro- 
perly ftatred by the Lord Advocate, or any of his colleagues 
before a Britith Parliament, they would imftantly and wnanis 
moufly pafs an aét of indemnity, as has been frequently the 
cafe in fimilar circamftancés, during the recefs of Parliament, 
with the immediate fervants 6f the Crown. 

The radical turnpike-roads, in the environs of the metropo- 
lis, are in excellent repair ; the fuvids of the tolls are immenfe, 
and cheerfully paid by people of all ranks; and I think the 
moft obdurate heart would not put the poltponing of their re- 
pairs, a few months, in competition with the joy and refief it 
would give to hundreds that will be ready to ftarve with want. 

Should this plan. be adopted, the Truftees might eafily allo- 
cate the quota to different parifhes, according to their valued 
rent, number of examinable perfons, or any other method 
may be thought proper: If converted into meal, the minifters 
and elders, Ur others competent, might give tickets to the 
really necefhtous, to be ferved in fmall quantities, at moderate 
prices; once a week, by fome perfon of fidelity, without fee or 

reward. 

The cafe of the families of even induftrious labourers, in ri- 
gid winters, is at all times pitiable. The niere relation of it to 
the young and’ thoughtlefs, the gay and giddy, is like the wake 
of a thip in the ocean; but to fuch as are, ex officio, daily 
pate A with them, the impreffion is not {0 eafily effaced; and 
the foreboding diftrefs from want to the poor the enfuing wins 
ter, is traly lamentable. 

Thus, Mr Printer, I have difburdened my mind of the outs 
lines of a plan I have ruminated fome time, feemingly prastica- 
ble, and, in my opinion, highly eligible ; not oppreflive.to indi- 
viduals, and which, if put in execution, might pfevent riots and 
mobs, roufe the defponding thoughts, and gladden the hearts of 
numberleis indigent poor, through a fevere winter. Let me re- 
commend the plan, in particular, to the patronage of the La- 
dies, whofe many amiable and endearing graces attraé& their 
fympathy for every object of diftrefs, raife them fuperior to every 
difficulry, and induce them to.lead the van in all inftances of 
compafhion and charity.
